RIGA, Oct. 29. —Official confirma- 
tion that the Russian soviet gover:.- 
ment has agreed under certain con- 
ditions to recognize the foreign debts 
ef the Imperial Russian Govern- 
ment was received § hers toda, 
through the Rosta official Bolshevik 
news agency 

According to the Rosta dispatch, 
George Tchitcherin, soviet Foreign 
Minister, yesterday dispatched a 
note to the British, French, Amer- 
jean. Italian and Japarese Govern- 
ments saying that the soviet govern- 
ment would agree to recognize the 
old dedta incurred up to 1914, under 
the condition that “Russia be given 
cerfain privileges making possibiec 
the practical fulfillment of those ob- 
liga tions.” 

Soviet Russia's recognition of the 
debts, M. Tchitcherin’s note said, is 
conditional upon the great Powers 
concluding final peace with and rec- 
ognizing the Soviet republic. 

The Foreign Minister proposes the 
holding immediately of an interna- 
tional conference to consider the de- 
mands of all nations upon Hussia 
and’ the Russian claims upon them, 
and to work out a final treaty of 
peace. 

Tehiteherin’s Note.

Ministers have been asked to refer 
to the campaign from their pulpits 
today and pamphiets containing 
much information on the disease 
will be distributed to the congrega- 
tions. Excerpts on various phases of 
the problem taken from the pamph- 
jet follow: 

What to Do. 

“Any painless lump or sore ap- 
pearing upon your body should be 
examined by your physician. 

“Ry the time a cancer has become 
painful the best chance for its cure 
has passed. 

“But even a painful cancer can 
be removed permanently if it has 
flot extended too far beyond the 
place where it began. 

“Tf you notice that a wart, mole 
or other “mark" begins to change in 
appearance or to show signs of irri- 
tation go to a physician and have it 
completely removed. Do not wait 
until you are sure it is cancerous. 

What Not to Do. 

"Medicine which relieves pain does 
not have any effect upon the dis- 
ease itself; it simply produces a per- 
tod of freedom from discomfort and 
therefore delays the proper treat- 
ment. 

“The best results of radium ther- 
apy can be secured only when com- 
paratively large amounts are avalil- 
able for use and the present limited 
world’s supply of this metal places 
it out of reach of the great majority 
of patients. 

“According to the most authorita- 


tive opinion the curative effects of 


radium are practically limited today 
to superficial cancers. Radium defi- 
nitely relieves suffering when used 
in the advanced stages of deeper- 
seated cancers; but it is believed that 
there is as yet no proof that radium 
has finally cured any case of ad- 
Vanced and disseminated cancer. 

“Every “cancer cure” advertise- 
ment is a swindle. By the use of 
valueless drugs vitally important 
time is lost. 

“Pastes and poultices should be 
used only on the advice of reputable 
physicians. 

“The public should take warning 
against dishonest and fake, money- 
getting radium-cure establishments) 
conducted by individuals who pos- 
sess little or no radium, and have no 
knowledge of its use. These people 
Promise cures, but ars, in reality, | 
unable to obtain even those pallative 
effects which are possible from rad- 
jum.” )

In -the belief that equal publicity 
about the essential facts of cancer 
will likewise rob this disease o! 
much of its teror, since it like tub- 
erculosis ia curable, the week of Oct.

‘Bociety for the Control of Cancer, 
'founded eight years ago “to dissem- 
‘inate knowledge concerning the

everybody should know. 

The mortality quoted above is an 
example of the statistics that may be 
| given of this disease. On an aver- 
jage, about 250 people die of cancer 
jevery day in the United States. No 
‘class or kind of people is exempt 
from the assault of this enemy. In 
general, it attacks people in midécle 
or advanced age, although even 
children may be affected Cancer 
is a little more common in women 
jthan in men. The most common 
‘form is cancer of the stomach, which 
‘is responsible for about 35,009 
i'deaths yearly in the United States 
These facts, at least in general out- 
iline, are perhaps well enough known 
already; but the attention of the 
| public needs to be focused on two 
|other sets of facts concerning can- 
| cer, first the early signs of cance 
land second, the fact that it can be 
cured. 

Carcinoma a Common Type. 

The most common type of cancer 
jis called carcinoma. This usually 
‘begins in one of the various organs 
of the body which have glands pro- 
ducing fluid secretions. Thus it is 
found commonly in the stomach, the 
female breast and the intestines. It 
may also begin in the skin, the mouth 
or in any part of the body which 
has a mucous membrane. Carci- 
noma is very rare in childhood and 
in young adulthood. but becomes 
rapidly more frequent after the age 
of 35. A leas common type of can- 
cer is called sarcoma This is the 
type which eccurs more frequently 
in childhood and in youth. It arises 
often in the structures which consti- 
tute the framework of the body, such 
as the bones, the muscles and the 
connective tissues. 

Cancer always begins as a local 
process, that is, it is confined to a 
small area, perhaps as small as a 
single cell It is this fact which 
makes it possible to cure it. because 
if all the cancer is removed it can 
give no further trouble. If it were 
always possible for the surgeon to 
get at the cancer in the beginning. 
practically every case would be per- 
manently cured. The reason why 
more cases are not cured is simply 
because they are not attacked early 
enough. In many respects, cancer is

Irritation an Active Cause. 

The most important predisposing 
cause of cancer that is known is 
chronic irritation. Open sores of 
various kinds which have been pres- 
ent for a long time, old unhealed 
burns, irritated moles and warts are 
all possible sources of cancer. U}]- 
cers of mucous membranes, as ofthe 
mouth, stomach or ‘rectum, may 
really be cancers or may become 
cancerous if subjected to prolonged 
irritation. A rough, jagged- tooth, 
by constant irritation of the tongue, 
may produce a cancer there. Cancer

There is no definite 
human beings that her- 
any importance, although 
in some types of animals hereditary

Allysores which do not heal read- 
flv, especially on the lip and in the 
mouth, black moles which become 
irritated, lumps in the breast. bleed- 
ing from the stomach from the 
rectum should be regarded with the 
greatest suspicion; and the advice of 
a well-informed, reputable doctor 
should be sought. Pain is not usu- 
ally an early sign of cancer. The 
seeking of medical advice should not 
therefore be postponed until pain is 
present. 

Prolonged indigestion may be the 
only sign observed by a person with 
a cancer of the stomach. In chil- 
dren, lumps which appear on the 
bones, and grow rapidly Should be 
strongly suspected of being sar-— 
coma. 

Various Methods of Cure. 

Many more cancers are — being 
cured now than was the case 10 or 
15 years ago. Completely cutting 
out the cancer is the safest and sur- 
est method of accomplishing a per- 
manent result Radium and the 
X-ray will often make superficial 
cancers disappear entirely and will 
sometimes have a remarkable effect 
on the more deeply. situated ones. 
But, at least up to-the present time. 
treatment with these agents has not 
become a substitute for operation in 
the vast majority of cases. On the 
other hand, it is too early to say 
that radium and the X-ray will not 
be of great use in the future: and it 
ondemn their use too 
present partially 
dev ge. Treatment by these 
methods, however, should be given 
only by men of wide experience. 

It is not a form of treatment to he 
undertaken lightly as there are dan- 
gers connected with it which make it 
unsafe except at the hands of erx- 
perts. Advertising cencer specialists 
should scrupulo avoided as 
should also those doctors ho treat 
cancer with various kinds of pastes. | 
falves or medicine. Cancer cannot 
be cured with any of those agents. 
and alleged cures are cases which 
were not cancer at all.

Centre College in winning today

It takes 
patience, control and @ good deal. of 
experience for a player to bear béing 
out-driven from the tee, as-I nearly 
always am.

Part of the reason for this is that I 
drive with a brassie. 

Underneath this, however, I play 
a game that is not at all observable 
to the watchers. That is, I usually 
ply my second shot first, and for that 
reason I have considerable advan- 
tage in being somewhat short off the 
tee. When one is a good second shot 
plaver he causes his opponent much 
difficulty by putting a picture of the 
ball close to the hole in his mind 
about the time he is ready to play 
his shot. 

Long ago I deciaea once and for 
all on the principle of a@ecuracy in 
preference to distance. An@y one 
can drive straighter wach a en 
than he can with a @ri¥ ly 
against a wind is one likely to have 
trouble, for a ball leaving a brassie 
loft fights a wind less gy lly 
than off a straight eariver face. On 
the other hand, I play always fora 
ball with less roll, and a brassie hit 
does not roll very much. 


Familiar With Club. 
I use the one wooden club also be- 
cause the more shots I make with the 
one club the more familiar and ac- 


curate I become with its use. I have 
parted company with all clubs which 
have only the usefulness of a stroke 
or two on each round, and then only 
if something unusual happens. 

How do I get a ball up with a 
brassie when I should play a spoon? 
Simple enough. I .aythe face over 
a little. And this year I have played 
a shot which has given me much 
satisfaction. You never hear of it 
any more, but I hope I shall never 
forget how to play it. It is the half- 
wooden club shot. I am playing it 
instead of carrying a driving iron. 

My brassie has 325 yards in it off 
the fairway when I push it, and it 
puts a ball 225 yards from the tee 
aceurately. There are times when 
the ball must be held to mighty 
narrow confines—when one wishes 
to play right up to a hazard and still 
not into it. The force of a driver or 
a long iron are difficult to control In 
such cases. Golf is, as the game be- 
comes expert, more a matter of fin- 
ger touch and delicacy than of force. 
When you attain a fuller mastery of 
the game some clubs you find to be 
altogether too powerful.

Mr. Tumulty’s Preface 


HOEVER reads this book, I know one man who will not 
read it, Woodrow Wilson. His enemies may, and of course 
will, say whatgthey please, but he would like to have his 
friends hold their peace. He seems to think and feel that 
if he himself can keep silent while his foes are talking, his friends 
should be equally stoical. He made this plain in October, 1920, when 
he learned that I had slipped away from my office at the White House 
one night shortly before the election and made“a speech about him 
in a little Maryland town. Bethesda. He did not read the speech, I 
am sure he has never read it, but the fact that I had made any sort of 


‘| speech about him displeased him. That was one of the few times in 


my long association with him that I found him distinctly cold. He 
said nothing, but silence was vocal. “i 


Though he will never read this book, and though I have never con- 
sulted him about it, he will, of course, hear that it has been published, 
and I fear he will again be displeased. Yet I felt compelled to write 
and publish it, for if I can picture him, even imperfectly, as I have 
known him, I must believe that the portrait will correct some strange 
misapprehensions about him. And surely these should be corrected. 

For instance, there is a prevalent idea, an innocently ignorant 
opinion in some quarters, an all too sedulously cultivated report in 
other quarters, that he has been uniformly headstrong, impatient of ad- 
vice, his mind hermetically closed to counsel from others. This book 
will expose the error of that opinion; will show how, in his own words, 
his mind was “open and to let,” how he welcomed suggestions and 
criticism. Indeed, I fear that unless the reader ponders carefully what 
I have written he may glean the opposite idea, that sometimes the 
President had to be prodded to action, and that I represent myself as 
the chief prodder. ' 

The superficial reader may find countenance lent to this latter view 
in the many notes of information and advice which I addressed to the 
President and in the record of his subsequent actions which were more 
or less in accord with the counsel contained in some of these notes. 
If the reader deduces from this the conclusion that I was the instigator 
of some of the President’s important policies, he will misinterpret the 
facts and the President’s character and mental processes; if he con- 
cludes that I am trying to represent myself as the instigator, he will 
misunderstand my motives in publishing these notes. 

These motives are, first, to tell the story of my association with 
Mr. Wilson; and part of tHe record is contained in these notes; sec- 
ondly, to show what liberty he allowed me to suggest and criticise; 
how, so far from being offended, he welcomed counsel. Having this 
privilege, I exercised it. I conceived it as part of my duty as his sec- 
retary and friend to report to him my own interpretations of facts and 
public opinion as I gathered these from newspapers and conversations, 
and sometimes to suggest modes of action. These notes were 
memoranda for my chief’s consideration. 

The reader will see how frankly critical some of these notes are. 
The mere fact that the President permitted me to continue to write 
to him in a view of candor that was frequently brusque and blunt is the 
conclusive answer to the charge that he resented criticism.

Contrary to the misrepresentations, he had from time to time many 
advisers. In most instances I do not possess written reports of what 
Others said orally and in writing, and therefore in this record of my 
personal relations with him, in which I am narrating only what I per- 
sonally know, I may seem to represent myself as a preponderating in- 
fluence. This is neither the fact nor my intention. The public acts of 
Mr. Wilson were frequently mosaics, made up of his own ideas and 
those of others. My written notes were merely stones offered for the 
mosaic. Sometimes the stones were rejected, sometimes accepted and 
shaped by the master builder into the pattern. 


It was a habit of Mr. Wilson’s to meditate before taking action, to 
listen to advice “without comment, frequently without indicating 
whether or not the idea broached by others had already occurred to 
him. We who knew him best knew that often the idea had occurred 
to him and been thought out, more lucidly than any adviser could state 
it. But he would test his own views by the touchstone of other minds’ 
reactions to the situation and problems which he was facing, would get 
the “slant” of other minds. 


He was always ahead of us all in his thinking. An admirer once 
said, “You could shut him up in a hermetically sealed room and trust 
him to reach the right decision,” but, as a matter of fact, he did not 
work that way. He sought counsel and considered it and acted on it 
or dismissed it according to his best judgment, for the responsibility 
for the final action was his, and he was boldly prepared to accept that 
responsibility and conscientiously careful not to abuse it by acting 
rashly. While he would on occasion make momentous decisions quickly 
and decisively, the habitual character of his mind was deliberative. He 
wanted all the facts and, so far as possible, the contingencies. Younger 
men like myself could counsel immediate and drastic action, but even 
while we were advising we knew that he would, without haste and 
without waste, calmly calculate his course, What, coming from us, 
were merely words would, coming from him, constitute acts and na- 
tion’s destiny. He regarded himself as the “trustee of the people,” 
who should not act until he was sure he was right, and should then 
act with the decision and finality of fate itself. 


Of another misapprehension—namely, that Mr. Wilson lacks human 
warmth—I shall let the book speak without much prefatory comment. 
I have done my work ill, indeed, if there does not emerge from the 
pages a human-hearted man, a man whose passion it was to serve man- 
kind. In his daily intercourse with individuals he showed uniform con- 
sideration, at times deep tenderness, though he did not have in his 
possession the little bag of tricks which some politicians use so effec- 
tively; he did not clap men on their backs, call them by their first 
names and profess to each individual he met that of all the men in 
the world this was the man whom he most yearned to see, Perhaps 
he was too sincere for that; perhaps by nature too reserved; but I afm 
convinced that he who reads this book will feel that he has met a 
man whose public career was governed not merely by a great brain, 
I did not invent this character; I observed 
him for 11 years.

The Case of Leonard Wood. 


A great deal of criticism was heaped upon the 
President for what appeared to the outside as 
his refusal to send Gen. Leonard Wood to 
France.

It has often been charged by Mr. McCombs’ 
friends that Mr. Wilson showed a lack of appre 


{ ciation of his services and an utter disregard of 


the fine things McCombs did in his behalf. Those 
of us who were on the inside and witnessed the 
patience of Woodrow Wilson in handling this 
most difficult person know how untrue such 
statements are. I personally know that during 
the trying days preceding the election most of 
Mr Wilson's time was given over to straighten- 
ing out McCombs and attempting to satisfy his 
mind that neither Mr. MtAdoo, Col. House, nor 
any other friends of Mr. Wilson. were seeking to 
unhorse him and to take his place in the candi- 
date’s affections. Never did any man show great- 

er patience than did Woodrow Wilson in his atti- 
tude toward McCombs. The illness of McCombs 
during the campaign fed fuel to the fires of his 
naturally jealous disposition. He suspected ev 
erybody, trusted no one, and suspected that the 
President's friends were engaged in a conspiracy 
to destroy him. Of course, it is true that Mr. 
Wilson refused to give him the post of Attorney- 
General which he greatly coveted, for reasons J

It has been the cus- 
tom of farmers and renters, in the 
fall and winter months, to cut tiles, | 
posts, and, in the localities where 
mills are near, timbers for staves, | 
spokes, ax handles and otheg arti- | 
cles, receiving from the product a 
cash tncome + hich tided them over 
the season between crops. This busi- 
ness is completely ruined, because 
the timbers cannot be hauled prof- 
itably by wugon and truck to the 
railroad. 


Timber Mills Hard Hit. 


Some of the largest investments 
made in the territory because the 
railroad was operating through it 
are in the timber working mills. At 
a number of towns there are mills 
which have produced great quanti- | 
ties of barrel staves, spokes, han- 
dies and other timbers. | 

Probably the largest of these 
mills are at Leslie, where there are 
two large plants. The larger repre- 
sents an -investment of probably 
$500,000 for the plant alone and has 
stacked in its yards millions of cut 
staves. It is now 55 miles by high- 
way to the nearest accessible ship- 
ping point and a considerable part 
of the road is very rough. It is, 
therefore, impossible for these mills 
to dispose of their product profit- 
ably in competition with other mills 
located near shipping points. 

The closing of the railroad has 
given impetus to the construction of 
highways. When the railroad stop- 
ped the road between Leslie and 
Sylamore, which is the nearest 
shipping point on the Missouri Pa- 
cific, was almost impassable. Since 
then several miles of it have been

City Counselor Caulfield said that 
the rulé requiring opinions to bear 
the approval of the City Counselor 
was only a statement of a charter 
provision. He said that he did not 
contemplate forbidding associates to 
sign their opinions but was only 
pointing out that the charter speci- 
fied that the opinions must also bear 
the signature of the City Counselor. 
He said that the rule that associates 
must report their activities daily was 
one in force in all large law offices 
and that he saw no reason why the 
city could not also adopt that prac- 
tice.
